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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Pre-Amendment filed on Mar. 14, 2002. 

2. Claims 1-15 have been amended. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nickum (6,760,600) in view of IVIardirossian (5,796,338). 

Regarding claims 1-4, 9-10, 12, Nickum discloses a portable cellular phone (see 
abstract, fig.1 , element 14 and its description), having a first part comprising interface 
means for performing subscriber interface function (see abstract, fig.1 , element 16 and 
its description) and a second part comprising transceiver means for transmitting and 
receiving over a telecommunications cellular telephone network (see abstract, fig.1, 
elements 14, 30 and its description), said first part and second part being releasably 
connected to each other (see fig.1, element 14, 16 and its description), except for first 
part and second part being in bi-directional communication with each other when 
separated. However, Mardirossian discloses a portable cellular phone and pager 
communication with each other and pager further comprising means for wireless 
communication with a further telecommunications network or with a telecommunication 
station (see fig.2, elements 29, 33, 45, 38 and its description). Therefore, it would have 
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been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to use Mardirosslan's pager in Nickum's portable communication apparatus in order to 
improve the use of telecommunication system.^' 

Regarding claims 5-7, Mardirossian further discloses the wireless communication 
comprises an infrared connection (see fig.2, elements 33, 45, col.4 and its description). 

Regarding claims 1 1 , 1 3-1 5, the Examiner takes Official notice that these 
features the cellular phone comprising FM radio, MP3 audio. Voice memo and web 
browser is notoriously well know in the art.
